Ikdz was the r*ditor of a paper called rl \'.f 
Bulletin Officiel du Comite iO*visionriisf<*. 
and M. Lijuis fherotti was employed in 
Hie Petit Provencal of Marseille*. 
Th< 
manuscript of a romance intended for 
! lie fcuiUeton of 1 • • Petit Provencal was 
submitted by M. B dz to the editors oi 
that journal. 
M. Pierotti was charged 
with th<* duty of reading it. He rejk>rte<i 
¡gainst it, and it was declined as un- 
ivailable. 
The affair was made the sub 
jf*ct of a newspaper 
controversy, in 
which M. Bel/, considered himself sulli 
-i**iitly wounded t<> call for a settlement 
upon tin* held. 
After considering tin 
rase, the seconds decided that tlierc wa- 
iio cause of quarrel, and the thing w-:* 
lielieved to have blown over, when M 
Belz again cam*- to the attack in an in 
suiting -a rticle in hi* pa|>er, ending with 
a sneer at M. Pierotti, alluding to hi- 
nationality. 
Pierotti, as his name indi­ 
cates, was lajrn in Italy, but he was a 
naturalized citizen of the French repub 
lie. 
A fight then 
liecarne inevitable. 
The weapons were, as usual, swords. 
After a short and fierce encounter 
Pierotti was run through, and he fell 
dead in the arms of his seconds. 
While 
his Ix x ly was lying in the Hospice de la 
(Conception, where it was taken in the 
carriage of his adversary, his wife and 
little daughter were wa iting for him at 
the Hotel de Marseilles, where he had 
promised to meet them to see the re­ 
turn of tin* troops from the review. 
M. lk*lz then went to a dinner party, 
where he loudly glorifi**d himself on 
the result of tin* combat, which so en­ 
raged the rest of the compa ny that they 
forcibly ejected him from the dining 
room. 
He then proceeded to a banquet 
of Houlangists, after which he was ar 
rested and admitted to bail. 
The other 
day he and the four seconds in tin: dm 1 
upf» eared fiefore the criminal court of 
Aix on a charge of homicide and com­ 
plicity therein. 
When Belz ca me u|>on the stand to r< 
ply to the p resid en t of the court he guvt 
with a swa g g ering air the following ac­ 
count of t h<* affair: 
“ M. Bong** had cha rg e of the combat 
In one hand he held his watch ami in 
the other a cam*. 
Pierotti and I were 
l« » th naked to the waist.

Th« G« H>lnglcal Society Connlders the Life 
of the H ow In Ohio. 
Natural gas engaged the a ttention yes­ 
terday morning of the members of the 
American Geological society, who are 
holding their first annual eession at the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
Professor Edward Orton, state geologist 
of Ohio, presented an elaborate paper on 
the “ Origin of the Rix *k Pressure of Na ­ 
tural Gas in the Trenton Limestone o f 
Ohio and India na .” 
Professor Orton 
said: 
“ Natural gas derived from the Tren­ 
ton limestone has supplied during the 
past year and is now supplying all the 
fuel and a considerable part of the arti­ 
ficial light that is used by at least 400,000 
jx ople in northwestern Ohio and in cen­ 
tral Indiana. 
Within the same line it is 
the basis of a varied line of ma nufa c­ 
tures, th** annual product of which will 
make an a g g reg a te of many million dol­ 
lars. 
More than forty glass furnaces, be­ 
sides steel mills, potteries, brick works 
and a long list of factories, in which 
cheap power is a desideratum, ha ve been 
built up on all sides." 
Professor Orton discredited the theories 
that the rock pressure of the gas is due 
to the weig ht of the overlying rocks or 
to the ex pa nsive force of the gas. 
He 
went ink» an elaborate a rg ument to show 
that the rock pressure of gas in Trenton 
limestone of Ohio and Indiana is hydro­ 
static in its origin. 
“ There is no da n­ 
g er,” he said, “ that the great ga s reser­ 
voirs of today will ‘ca ve in' or ‘blow* up' 
after the gas is withdra wn from them. 
The gas will not leave the porous rock 
until the salt water drives it out and 
takes its place. 
“ This doctrine lays the ax at the root 
of all the optimistic theories which hlos- 
y>m out in every district where natural 
£ as is discovered, and especially a mong 
the real estate operators of each new 
field, to the effect that nature will not 
fail to perpetually maintain or perpetu­ 
ally renew the supplies which we find so 
delig htfully adapted to our comfort and 
service. 
So far a s we are concerned, it 
is certain that nature has done a bout all 
that she is g oing to do. 
“ No doctrine could ex ert a more hea lth­ 
ful influence on the communities that 
are enjoying the inestimable adva nta g es 
lof the new fuel than this. 
If it were at 
once accepted it would add to the dura­ 
tion of these precious supplies of power. 
The ignorant aiel reckless waste tha t is 
g oing on in tin* new g as fields is la ment­ 
able. 
The most of it comes from city 
and village corf*» rations that are bring­ 
ing the gas within their boundaries to 
g ive a wa y to manufacturers whom they 
can induce on these terms to locate a mong 
them. 
To characterize the use of a uiil- 
lion feet of natural gas a day in a sing le 
town fur burning common brick, for e x ­ 
ample, or in ca lcining common lime­ 
stone, there is a go*al word at ha nd— 
vandalism. 
“ The geologists may ma ke themselves 
temi» orarily disagreeable thereby, hut 
just as far as they convince those that 
are interested they lengthen the life of 
the precious supplies. 
J udg ing from the 
present indications, the Trenton lime­ 
stone gas in Ohio is not likely to he long 
lived. 
It seems entirely probable that 
tin* term of its further duration can be 
ex pressed within the limits of a number 
of one *1 igit. 
In considerable sections of 
the field the salt water is very aggressive. 
It requires a steadily increasing pressure 
on the wells to hold it hack. 
“ There is likely to lie great disappoint­ 
ment in what is called gas territory. 
The pressure and volume of large areas 
are found to fail together. 
Wells draw 
t h e i r supplies from long distances. 
A 


f o r c e of even a section a mile quare may 
la* effectually drained of its gas without 
a well being drilled upon it. 
Natural 
g a s is a very admirable product, hut its 
h i g h e s t otlice. after all, should la* to pre­ 
pare tho way for something better than 
itself, viz., artificial gaseous fuel—better 
for tla» reason that while it furnishes all 
the intrinsic a dva nta ges of natural gas 
it will ht* free from the inevitable disad­ 
vantages of treasuressecured in the way 
this gas lias been secured.''—New York 
Sun.

five coons and forty fox es in a steel trap, 
and had disposed of the skins for enoug h 
to clothe the family, 
The boy himself

well cultured, 
They were all very reticent about their 
former life and how they had been re­ 
duced to such straits.
